TRIBUTES have 
been paid to a young 
man who died after 
being stabbed in 
Barry town cen¬ 
tre on Monday 
afternoon. 

Jordan Davies, aged 
23, died on Holton Road 
at around 4pm following 
the fatal assault. 

Officers launched a 
murder investigation 
and quickly arrested a 
24-year-old man, also 
from Barry, on suspicion 
of murder. 

Jordan Brown, who 
was known to the vic¬ 
tim, was later charged 
with murder and was 
set to appear at Cardiff 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday morning. 

The outcome of the 
court case was not known 
at the time of going to 
press. 

Mr Davies’ devastated 
family said: “Jordan was 
a loving son, brother 
and father of two young 
children. 

“He was also a keen 
football player.” 

They added: “Jordan 
will be greatly missed by 
everyone who knew and 


loved him. 

“We ask that our pri¬ 
vacy is now respected 
during what is an 
extremely difficult time.” 

DCI Mark O’Shea, 
senior investigating 
officer, said: “This was 
a tragic incident which 
has cost a young man his 
life, and has devastated 
families. 

“The attack happened 
in a busy town centre, 
and I would like to thank 
those members of the 
community who came to 
Jordan’s aid and did what 
they could to help him. 

“While many tried 
to assist, we know that 
the incident was cap¬ 
tured on camera, and I 
would appeal to anyone 
with any mobile phone 
or dash-cam footage 
not to share it publicly 
and instead pass it on 
to the police so that we 
can fully investigate and 
ensure justice for the 
young victim. 

“The public have 
been really forthcoming 
with information, which 
proved key in ensuring a 
suspect was apprehended 
quickly. We’re still, 
however, appealing for 



anyone who has any information 
- no matter insignificant it may 
seem - to come forward.” 

DCI O’Shea also thanked those 
who supported officers who were 
at the scene during and after the 
incident. 

He added: “This was an 
extremely distressing incident for 
all who were present, including 
local retailers and shoppers and 
our officers who remained at the 
scene. I’m extremely grateful for 
the patience and kindness shown 


by generous local residents.” 

A major incident room has been 
set up and detectives are contin¬ 
uing to appeal to anyone with 
information to come forward.

Barry 
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A rail line to 
Cowbridge would be 
too expensive 

I read Mr Langford’s letter (The GEM, December 
12) with some interest, and whilst I applaud the 
sentiment, the suggestion that the ‘Barry to Cow¬ 
bridge’ line could be revived is not practicable for 
two major reasons. 

Firstly, as far as I’m aware there never was a 
Barry to Cowbridge line. There was an Aberthaw to 
Llantrisant line that passed through Cowbridge, but 
that had no connection to the line from Barry other 
than shanks’ pony. 

The Aberthaw to Llantrisant line started at 
Aberthaw Low Level, and the Barry to Bridgend 
line went through Aberthaw High Level. 

Given the considerable difference in elevation 
between the two, it was not feasible to physically 
connect the two lines, and that would still be the 
issue today. 

At the Aberthaw end the route of the Cowbridge 
line runs straight through the cement works, and then 
crosses the new road at Old Mill where the bridge 
has been demolished. The only way to connect Barry 
to Cowbridge seamlessly by rail would be to build 
a completely new section to connect the two routes. 

The Ordsall Chord, a similar 300 metre long 
scheme connecting two lines in Manchester, recently 
cost £85 million! 

Secondly, even though sections of the route are 
still discernible on Google Earth today, the land is no 
longer in public ownership and most of the stations, 
including Cowbridge, have since been developed for 
other uses. 

So the route would be of little or no use as a 
li nk between Barry and Cowbridge without huge 
expenditure on track and infrastructure. 

I agree that more stations along the route between 
Barry and Bridgend would be of significant value 
to the area, but alas that is also no longer a feasible 
option. 

The Gileston halt (which was not on the Aberthaw 
to Cowbridge route) is now part of someone’s gar¬ 
den. Disused station sites have been taken over for 
other purposes along the entire route, and the cost of 
reacquiring suitable sites would probably be prohibi¬ 
tive. Finally, could I just add a note of sympathy for 
the much maligned Dr Beeching? 

Although he was the author of the report recom¬ 
mending the rail closures, in reality he was only dan¬ 
cing to Ernest Marples’ tune. The latter, as Minister 
of Transport, promoted the rise of car ownership as 
a personal freedom to choose how to travel, meaning 
that a better road system was needed, and so along 
came motorways.

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Final nail in the coffin for 
Barry-based drugs gang 


TWO of the last known members of a 
Barry-based drugs gang have been jailed 
following a year-long investigation by 
police. 

Gang leader Yousef Woolcock, whose group 
sold crack cocaine and heroin across Rhondda 
Cynon Taf and Merthyr Tydfil, was put behind bars 
for 17-and-a-half years on December 11. 

The 36-year-old man, from Pendine Close in 
Barry, was sentenced at Cardiff Crown Court 
alongside Kevin Skinner, descried as one of the 
gang’s runners. 

Skinner was jailed for five-and-a-half years. 

They are the last known members of the Barry- 
based drugs gang to be jailed - one by one, they 
have been sentenced over the past 12 months 
following a protracted police investigation. 

Operation Blue Pearl was launched after police 
received information that drugs were being trans¬ 
ported from Barry to the south wales valleys, via 
Bridgend and Gilfach Goch. 

A pre-planned vehicle stop in August, 2018, gave 
officers their significant breakthrough when during 
the arrest of Saed Saeed and Fouad Cilmi, as they 
travelled through Beddau with heroin and crack 
cocaine, officers seized a mobile phone which was 
being used by the gang to orchestrate drug deals. 

Saeed and Cilmi were both jailed in December, 
2018. 

The drugs operation slowly unravelled as police 
managed to piece together the gang’s activities 
using digital forensic techniques including phone 
data and CCTV. 

In January, 2019, Dean Jenkins was arrested at 
his home in Tonyrefail and a search of his home led 
to the seizure of £30,000 worth of cocaine. 

His house was being used as stash house where 
cocaine was being ‘washed’ and turned it into the 
highly addictive crack cocaine. 

Jenkins was jailed in April, 2019, for 
four-and-a-half-years. 


Leigh Welch and Damien Robson were both 
caught dealing heroin in Rhydyfelin in February, 
2019. 

Welch, of Elmwood Court, Roath, Cardiff, was 
jailed for five years and seven months in June, 
2019, and Damien Robson was recently jailed for 
three- and-a-half-years. 

Yousef Woolcock was arrested five months 
later, in July, 2019, after extensive CCTV inquiries 
captured him, topping up a known drugs phone in 
a Barry shop. 

Thousands of pounds worth of heroin was seized 
when police raided his home in Fordd Penrhyn. 
Kevin Skinner was also arrested the same day. 

During the whole operation which lasted for 
12 months, £64,000 worth of class A drugs, over 
£12,000 in cash, and weapons including knives, 
tasers, and hammers were seized by officers. 

Detective Sergeant Tim Jones, said: 
“Today we jailed the remaining two mem¬ 
bers of the Barry Line drugs gang which we 
had been monitoring since August 2018. 

“Yousef Woolcock headed-up a signifi¬ 
cant drugs supply operation and sold many 
thousands of pounds worth of class A drugs 
- a minimum of 18 kilogrammes of heroin. 

“Everybody can be sure of the dam¬ 
age that his drugs have caused members of 
the community, their families and loved ones. 

“The weapons seized during this whole 
operation is also clear evidence that his 
activities come hand in hand with violence. 

He added: “In dismantling this operation we 
have taken many thousands of pounds worth of 
drugs off the streets, but other dealers will be 
waiting to move in. Only with the communities 
help and support can we tackle drug dealing 
and prevent the violence that comes with it.”

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Tide is with the Tories as 
Cairns keeps Vale seat

ON a night when the exit 
polls were close to spot 
on, Alun Cairns was 
returned as MP for the 
Vale of Glamorgan with 
an increased majority. 

On a grim night for Labour, 
the tide was clearly running for 
the Conservatives, who have 
now made real inroads in Wales. 

It was a bitter blow for 
Labour, who had made the 
Vale a target seat, with Jeremy 
Corbyn visiting Barry on the 


final weekend before the election. 

Mr Cairns was thought to be 
vulnerable after he resigned as 
Secretary of State for Wales, 
over the issue of how much (and 
when) he knew about the role of 
his former aide, Ross England, 
in the collapse of a rape trial 
When the dust settled, 
Labour’s Belinda Loveluck- 
Edwards had polled 23,743 
votes - almost the same as her 
predecessor Camilla Beavan 
in 2017, who polled 23,311. 
The turnout was 


similar in both elections. 

Mr Cairns, increased his 
vote, and his majority, up from 
25,501 in 2017, to 27,305. 

The ‘Unite to Remain’ alli¬ 
ance had led to both Plaid Cymru 
and the Lib-Dems standing 
down to give Anthony Slaughter 
of the Greens a clear run. It 
meant that he increased the 
Green vote from 419 to 3,251, 
but was still a distant third. 

The fourth candidate, 
Laurence Williams of 
Gwlad Gwlad, polled 508. 


New multi-use sports 
area to be built 
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LLANDOUGH Community Council has 
secured funding to build a new multi-use 
games area in King George V Playing 
Fields in partnership with the Vale 
Council. 

Funding came from the Vale Council’s Strong 
Communities Grant Fund (£45,000), Section 106 
contributions from nearby developments (£20,000) 
and a £20,000 Place for Sport grant from Sports 
Wales. 

Work on the multi-use games area, which can be 
used for football, basketball and a range of other 
activities, will begin in early January, take around 
six weeks to complete and comes after calls from 
local youngsters to improve facilities in the area. 

Dave Knevett, the Vale Council operational 
manager for neighbourhood services and transport, 
said: “We’re aware that a number of young people 
living in Llandough have requested improvements 
to sports facilities, so we’re delighted to help deliver 
this multi-use games area. 

“As a Local Authority, we believe there should be 
a place for sport for everyone and this project will 
provide an all-weather surface suitable for a number 


of activities.” 

The Place for Sport Grants range from £295 to 
£50,000, with a total of £1 million available. The 
funds are allocated by Welsh Government through 
Sport Wales, 

Sport Wales’ director of elite performance and 
co-ordinator of the Place for Sport fund, Brian 
Davies, said: “We were able to direct many people 
to our other grant schemes, but it was a real chal¬ 
lenge making the final awards.

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Secret chats, lies and codewords: How Gavin 
& Stacey cast kept show’s return under-wraps 


A MILITARY style operation 
was launched by the cast of 
Gavin & Stacey to make sure 
nobody found out details of the 
upcoming Christmas special. 

Some went to great lengths to 
ensure the big reunion project was 
kept under-wraps, with secret group 
chats set up and a few fibs told. 

Ruth Jones, who writes and stars in 
the show, even used her niece - who 
also didn’t know a thing about the 
festive instalment - as a decoy on a 
reconnaissance trip to Barry. 

She revealed she took the nine-year- 
old to the seaside resort to use as a 
cover story in case people spotted her 
and started getting suspicious. 

Jones was actually in Barry to find 
out if the owner of the house used by 
Gwen in the show would be willing 
to let the cameras back in once again. 

She admitted she felt “ashamed” 
about using her niece, but insisted it 
was an essential move. 

The former Porthcawl 
Comprehensive student said: “When 
I have been back to Barry, sometimes 
there are people who are taking photos 
of the outside of the house and, if they 
see me, they sometimes want to take 
photos. 

“If they see me on my own, it might 
start suspicions going. So I took her 
and had some photos taken outside 
so I could just say I am showing my 
niece.” 

And that’s not all. Jones then ‘bla¬ 
tantly lied’ to Matt Lucas on BBC 
Radio 2 about the show returning - 
some 24 hours before the reunion was 
announced. 

She explained: “I went onto the 
Radio 2 breakfast show the day before 
it was announced and I was going on 
to publicise my book, so I knew that 
the following day we were going to 
be announcing it, and I was sat there 
with Matt Lucas who was taking the 
show that day. 

“And he said to me the question that 
I get asked all the time - ‘Is there going 


to be more Gavin & Stacey?’, and I 
went, ‘Oh it’s really difficult because 
James is in America.” 

“He said ‘yeah, but is there going 
to be more?’ And I said ‘Oh it is so 
lovely that people love the show so 
much’.” 

Jones added: “It was awful. I was 
like a politician on Politics Live not 
answering the question. The next day 
I had to email Matt and say ‘I am so 
sorry for blatantly lying to you.” 

A codename for the Christmas 
special was created and a group chat 
for the cast was set up - both inspired 
by a misunderstanding between Rob 
Brydon, who plays uncle Bryn, and 
Alison Steadman, who plays Gavin’s 
mum Pam. 

Brydon explained: “We were at 
the BAFTAs, and I was walking to 
my seat and I saw Alison and I said 
‘hello’ and she said ‘I am nervous 
about G&S. 

“And I thought Gilbert and Sullivan. 
I thought she was there nominated for 
a performance in a thing about Gilbert 
and Sullivan. And I might have even 
said to her, ‘but you were fantastic 
in it.” 

He added: “And then my wife 
Claire and I went and sat down and I 
turned around and went ‘Ohhh! ’ 

Brydon’s mistake quickly caught on 
with other members of the cast. 

Jones told a group of journalists at 
the Christmas special’s official press 
launch in London: “We did set up 
a WhatsApp group and we called it 
Gilbert and Sullivan.” 

Steadman added: “On my email I 
was so scared in case anyone saw it. 
So I called it Gilbert and Sullivan. I 
said I had been asked to do Gilbert and 
Sullivan again.” 

Former EastEnders actor Larry 
Lamb, who plays Steadman’s 
on-screen husband Mick, said: “The 
hard bit is not telling anyone about it. 
So I had about three months of that, 
not only just the usual ‘I don’t know’, 
but actually lying now.”

Glamorgan Council 
worker Rachael 
Slee brought a little 
of the north pole to 
Barry recently to 
raise money for a 
cause close to her 
heart. 

The Facilities Manager 
organised a series of 
events for National Elf 
Day at the Civic Offices, 
an initiative that sup¬ 
ports those affected by 
dementia. Council staff 
dressed up as elves, dec¬ 
orated their desks, played 
games, sold cakes, com¬ 
peted in an auction and 
also held a raffle, with 
all proceeds going to the 
Alzheimer’s Society. 

But there was a more 
serious side. Rachael 
lost her grandmother to 
dementia and it was that 
experience of the disease 
that prompted her to take 
steps to fight it. 

Rachael said: “I 
was very close to my 
Grandma, being the eldest 
of the grandchildren, and 
watching Alzheimer’s 
take away her person¬ 
ality, her mobility and 
her mental and physical 
health was absolutely 
heart-breaking. No-one 
should suffer like that 
and no-one should have 
to see a loved one slowly 
dying in front of them. 

“I have fond memories 
of spending weekends 
with her in my childhood 
and making cakes but 
we also watched a lot 
of detective programmes 
and both had a passion 
for reading and would 
swap crime books. I 
blame her for the fact 
that I’m addicted to cake! 

“With the support of 
various colleagues who 
have also been affected 
by either losing someone 
to Alzheimer’s or are 


currently watching their 
loved ones living with 
the disease, the idea for 
Elf Day just snowballed.” 

This isn’t Rachael’s 
first foray into fundrais¬ 
ing as in previous years 
she has supported causes 
such as Cancer Research 
UK, The Wallich, 
NSPCC and also the 
British Liver Trust fol¬ 
lowing the passing of a 
colleague. 

“For some years now 
I haven’t sent Christmas 
cards as I felt the money I 
spend on cards and post¬ 
age could be put to better 
use,” added Rachael. 

“Christmas is tradi¬ 
tionally a time of giving 
so what better time to 
think of a charity to 
donate that money 
to instead? I choose a 
different charity every 
year and use the power 
of social media to wish 
my family and friends a 
Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year.

South Wales Police call on 
public to sign up for 
counter-terroism course 


AN award-winning counter terrorism 
training course is being made available 
to the public for the first time and South 
Wales Police want residents to sign up 
and help protect the UK. 

Devised by counter terrorism officers and security 
experts, the ACT (Action Counters Terrorism) 
Awareness eLearning package was previously only 
available to staff working in crowded places like 
shopping centres and entertainment venues. 

Now Counter Terrorism Policing has decided to 
open up the training to anyone who wants to become 
a CT Citizen, so they can learn how to spot the signs 
of suspicious behaviour and understand what to do 
in the event of a major incident. 

The programme was originally devised in part¬ 
nership with Marks and Spencer - and participants 
needed to be signed up by their employers. 

The online learning is available free of charge to 
anyone who wants to take part. 

The decision to offer the training to the public 
was not made in response to the recent attack in 
London. 

However, the tragic events which took place 
recently, when two people lost their lives to 


terrorism, were a stark reminder of the ongoing 
threat and the need for vigilance. 

“ACT Awareness eLearning is especially useful 
for anyone working in or regularly visiting crowded 
places,” says Detective Superintendent Noel Harris, 
head of the Wales Extremism and Counter Terrorism 
Unit (WECTU). 

“We developed each stage alongside industry 
experts and to date over one and a half million 
modules have been completed. The course has been 
so popular, with nine out of 10 users saying they 
would recommend it, we want to open it up to as 
many people as possible. 

“The threat level remains at Substantial - mean¬ 
ing an attack is likely - so giving everyone the 
chance to be extra eyes and ears for police and local 
security teams help to keep all communities across 
south Wales force area safe. The festive period is 
obviously a very busy one, so this is a good time to 
join up and become a CT Citizen.” 

ACT Awareness is made up of seven modules 
that take a few minutes each to complete. 

Participantscan pause and re-join at any time. 

In total it takes just 45 minutes - so less than an 
hour of your time could help to prevent an attack or 
help save lives if one was to happen.

New scheme to 


protect abuse victims 
comes into force 


A NEW, simplified 
way of working to 
protect adults and 
children at risk of 
neglect or abuse is 
now in effect in two 
parts of Wales. 

Both Cardiff and 
the Vale and Gwent 
Regional Safeguarding 
Boards last week for¬ 
mally adopted the new 
Wales Safeguarding 
Procedures. 

As a result, thousands 
of practitioners working 
with adults and children 
in these areas - such as 
teachers, nurses, social 
workers and volunteers 


- are now working to the 
same guidelines. 

Lance Carver, Director 
of Social Services at 
the Vale Council and 
co-chair of the Cardiff 
and the Vale Regional 
Safeguarding Board 
said: “The adoption of 
the Wales Safeguarding 
Procedures by the first 
two regional safeguard¬ 
ing boards represents a 
significant milestone in 
improving how we all 
work together to better 
protect those at risk or 
harm or neglect. 

“Anyone can view 
the procedures online or 
download the app. This 
is important, as it means 


that everybody working 
with adults or children 
will always be able to 
find out quickly and 
easily what to do if they 
suspect an individual is 
at risk. We believe this 
will have a significant 
impact on how and 
when potential incidents 
of harm or neglect are 
reported.” 

Wales became the 
first part of the UK to 
introduce a single set 
of digital safeguarding 
guidelines when the 
Wales Safeguarding 
Procedures were 
launched in November. 
The procedures set out 
for anyone working with

children or adults what to 
do if they suspect an indi¬ 
vidual is experiencing, or 
at risk of, abuse, neglect 
or other kinds of harm. 

Uniquely, there are no 
printed copies of the pro¬ 
cedures. They are avail¬ 
able to everyone online, 
either via the dedicated 
Wales Safeguarding 
Procedures website or a 
mobile app. 

Claire Marchant, 
Cardiff Council Director 
of Social Services and 
co-chair of the Cardiff 
and the Vale Regional 
Safeguarding Board, 
said: “Safeguarding is 
everyone’s business 
and it is vital that the 
guidance contained in 
the procedures is seen 
by all those working 
with adults and children, 
whatever job they are in. 
Both platforms are easy 
to navigate, so that the 
right information can 
be quickly found. This 
means that everyone 
has access to the same 
information, ensuring 
a consistent approach 
across all sectors and 
organisations. It is little 
things like this that will 
really transform how we 
work.” 

To ensure that roles 
and responsibilities 
are clear, ‘pointers for 
practice’ are featured 
throughout both the web 
and app versions of the 
procedures and draw on 
the latest research and 
practice developments.

PENARTH-BASED charity 
Challenge Wales has scooped 
an international award of ‘Sail 
Training Organisation of the 
Year’ at an industry conference in 
Antwerp.

Paul Bishop, head of race directorate at 
Sail Training International said: “This has 
been a great year for Challenge Wales and 
they have been an inspiration to all of us 
involved in Sail Training. 

“Challenge Wales engages in remarkable 
youth development, which demonstrates 
innovation, best practice and delivering 
excellence - which is why they are so 
deserving of the Sail Training Organisation 
of the Year Award.” 

A trustee of Challenge Wales, Vicky 
Williams said: “Winning this award, in our 
10th year, is an amazing accolade to our 
volunteers, supporters and team. 


“We’ve had some amazing results get¬ 
ting young people back into employment, 
volunteering or education and through 
independent evaluation our sail training 
programme has been evidenced to show 
that it has a positive impact on young 
people’s mental health and wellbeing, as 
well as developing their life skills.

Challenge Wales has an exciting sail 
training programme planned for 2020 that 
young people and groups can be part of, 
with bursary funding available to support 
many young people aged 12-25 years.

Another successful film, Bethan 
Evans’ Desperate to Drive tells the 
story of a unique driving centre 
where higher risk drivers who 
have been stopped from driving 
through illness or accident have 
a chance to prove they’re safe to 
get back behind the wheel. A man 


who recently lost his leg and a 
former lorry driver with dementia 
are among four people we follow. 

Finally, Young Parents Hostel, 
directed by Jacqueline Lee, was 
filmed over nine months. It follows 
the lives of three young single 
parents who found themselves 
homeless and were thrown the 
lifeline of a place in a hostel where 
they all strive to become the best 
parents they can be as they wait for 
their first home. 

Applicants for the next round 
of the initiative are invited to 
submit their ideas on the BBC’s 
Careershub website. The four 
successful candidates will be 
invited to work with a production 
company to turn their ideas into a 
half-hour documentary.

Now thought to be the 
world’s bestselling toy, 
the cube was initially a 
mechanical experiment, 
designed to retain struc¬ 
tural integrity despite 
consisting entirely of 
moving parts. After a 
quick re-branding, the 
puzzle went the toy equiv¬ 
alent of viral, delighting 
and infuriating children 
and adults, communists 
and capitalists alike.

You, our members, 
make innumerable other 
contributions to the 
well-being of Wales and 
the UK and central to 
such benefits is the pro¬ 
duction of food and the 
improvement in domestic 
food security. 

Over the last 12 
months, we have also 
made it clear that a 
multiannual financial 
framework needs to be 
agreed which ensures 
Welsh agriculture contin¬ 
ues to receive sufficient 
levels of funding. 

Sadly, the failure 
of UK governments 
to make progress on 
developing and agreeing 
on frameworks which 
protect Welsh and other 
producers against dis¬ 
tortion within the UK’s 
home market, remains an 
issue we will continue to 



tackle next year. 

With this in mind, 
please rest assured that in 
the coming year the FUW 
will continue to be at the 
forefront of the fight to 
protect the interests of 
Wales’ farming families 
and rural communities. 

On a final note before 
our offices close for the 
Christmas break, I would 
like to thank our staff and 
officials for their contin¬ 
ued effort and hard work 


throughout the year and 
each and every one of our 
members, who through 
their membership and 
support, contribute to a 
stronger, more successful 
voice for Wales’ agricul¬ 
tural industry.

Festive season can be less 
than perfect for some 


A MENTAL health charity 
has joined up with Twitter 
to encourage users to have 
open conversations about 
the pressures of Christmas. 

Calm (Campaign Against 
Living Miserably) is hoping that 
the online discussions will show 
that Christmas is not always ‘the 
most wonderful time of the year’ 
for everyone. 

Using the hashtag #YuleSlog, 
celebrities including Made In 
Chelsea’s Louise Thompson and 
actress Vicky McClure are sharing 
posts showing how the festive 
period can be less than perfect. 

It comes as a survey showed 
almost half of Twitter users felt 
anxious over pressure to have fun, 
lonely or left out of social events 
over Christmas. 

While the period is typically 
associated with joyfulness and 
giving, people also can come 
under pressure to have a ‘perfect’ 
Christmas, experience family 


struggles and feel nostalgia for 
past Christmases. 

These feelings can be exacer¬ 
bated by social media posts of 
seemingly perfect get-togethers. 

Line of Duty star McClure 
tweeted: “The pressure to have an 
amazing Christmas, we all want 
it to go smoothly, it never does! 
So whatever you see on people’s 
social media this Christmas, 
that ‘perfection’ is never a true 
reflection”. 

The charity has created the 
acronym Noel to give people tips 
on how to cope: they say ‘No, 
Open up, Enjoy what you can, and 
Look forward’. 

Simon Gunning, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Campaign Against 
Living Miserably (Calm), said: 
“The festive period can be a dif¬ 
ficult time for lots of people, with 
49% of Twitter users saying they 
felt pressured to have fun during 
the festive period. 

In partnering with Twitter for 
the #YuleSlog campaign we want 


to acknowledge this and let people 
know that Calm understands. 

“Spreading a message of reality 
and positivity can be empowering 
for those struggling through this 
period and with this partnership 
we aim to celebrate the power of 
connection and communication, 
something we see through our 
free and anonymous helpline and 
webchat, which are open from 
5pm-midnight every day across 
Christmas.” 

Katy Minshall, head of UK 
Government, Public Policy and 
Philanthropy at Twitter said: 
“We’re pleased to partner with 
Calm in this campaign as it lev¬ 
erages Twitter’s public nature to 
encourage conversation around 
mental health - a topic that isn’t 
easy to discuss especially at 
Christmas time. 

“Calm’s great work spans all 
year and hopefully #YuleSlog can 
generate some openness and sup¬ 
port for those who need it.” 


Water, water 
everywhere as Penarth 
Ramblers defy recent rain 


TWO contrasting walks 
from Penarth and District 
Ramblers heralded 
the same problems in 
the shape of water and 
lots of mud following 
recent heavy rainfall. 

Robin and his group of 
seven walkers set off in sun¬ 
shine from Lower Redbrook in 
Monmouthshire, heading uphill 
on a muddy path through Forge 
Wood, before making their 
way to All Saints Church at 
Newland for their morning break. 

Then, it was on past the 
Ostrich Inn and through a series 
of ploughed and muddy fields to 
join Offa’s Dyke Path to reach 
the Kymin, where they visited 
The Naval Temple and the 
Roundhouse. Following lunch 
overlooking Monmouth, a descent 
on a slippery track through 
woodland brought them to the 
Wye Bridge, where they joined 
the Wye Valley Walk along the 
riverbank beside the swollen river 
for the journey back to their start. 

William and his companions 
headed out from the ruined Barry 


Castle and, descending the Golden 
Stairs, were faced with floods in 
Porthkerry Country Park, before 
clambering up a slippery path to 
the Bulwarks Iron Age hillfort. 

Making their way through 
Porthkerry Leisure Park onto the 
clifftop at Rhoose Point and past 
the the old flooded limestone 
quarries, they tramped to the old 
village pump in Rhoose village 
for their morning break. They 
headed for Kenson Hill, across 
the stone river bridge, followed 
by a difficult muddy journey 
through the Nant Carfan Valley. 
Cleaning their boots in the ford 
at Llancarfan, they visited St 
Cadoc’s Church to admire the 
medieval wall paintings, and then 
set out for Penmark. More sodden 
fields led them to Port Road for the 
return via the Whitelands Valley, 
Porthkerry Viaduct and main 
meadow for a last climb through 
woodland to return to their start.

A YOUNG girl from Maesteg, 
Amira Barry, has been named a 
‘Child of Courage’ by her local 
radio station for her “inspir¬ 
ing” response to a diagnosis of 
leukaemia. 

Amira, who goes to St Mary’s and St 
Patrick’s Primary School in Maesteg, 
was diagnosed with leukaemia in July 
2018 at the age of six. 

She spent two weeks in Noah’s Ark 
Hospital, Cardiff, enduring intensive 
treatment, and will continue to have 
treatment until until September 2020. 

This includes monthly visits to the 
hospital for steroids and chemotherapy, 


and a visit every three months for a 
lumber puncture, plus daily medication. 

Throughout this time the family have 
been supported by the LATCH Welsh 
Children’s cancer charity. 

Having seen first hand the impact of 
their services, Amira and her family 
were keen to give back and help ensure 
Latch’s support services continue for 
many years. 

So, since her treatment began, Amira’s 
family and community have been heav¬ 
ily involved in fundraising - with over 
£15,000 being raised in Amira’s name 
alone in little over a year. The family 
has constantly used Amira’s experience 
to highlight the work of LATCH. 


Amira has recently been appointed as 
LATCH’s youngest ‘ambassador’ and 
was also been awarded the accolade of 
‘Child of Courage’ by Bridge FM. 

Her proud grandmother, Joan Barry, 
told The GEM: “Throughout all her 
treatments and numerous admissions to 
hospital, Amira always has a smile on 
her face and is always thinking about 
others. She is an inspirational young girl 
to all who know her.”

A Christmas 
message from 
police chief 


AS we move towards 
Christmas, the South 
Wales Police head 
of the rural Vale, 
Chief Inspector Tony 
Williams is offering 
seasonal good wishes 
- and good advice: 

“As we move towards 
the end of a very busy year, 
I would like to provide 
you with crime prevention 
advice to keep you safe 
over this festive period. 

“Motorists in Cowbridge 
and the wider Vale area are 
being urged to ensure their 
vehicles are kept secure, 
with all valuables removed, 
following a number of 
thefts in recent weeks. 

“The area has seen a 
spike in auto-crime, with 
five cars broken in to within 
the last week alone. A fur¬ 
ther five incidents were also 
reported during November. 

“The vast majority of 
vehicles were left insecure, 
and while many of the 
thefts happened overnight, 
officers are reminding vehi¬ 
cle owners to be vigilant at 
all times. 

“While people should 
be able to leave property 
in their cars and vans, or 


leave their car unlocked for 
a brief moment, it is a sad 
fact that it is simply not safe 
to do so. 

“If you are going away 
at Christmas time, please 
secure your home by lock¬ 
ing all the doors, windows 
and gates. Also, set timer 
lights and ask a neighbour 
or relative to keep an eye on 
your property. 

“When you are out and 
about doing your Christmas 
shopping, make sure your 
purse and wallet are secure 
and away from pick-pock¬ 
ets and don’t leave your 
new Christmas gifts on 
display in parked vehicles. 

“After Christmas day, 
don’t leave empty pack¬ 
aging of expensive items 
outside or on show because 
this could advertise to 
potential burglars what’s in 
your home. 

“If you are going out 
for the evening, ensure to 
plan your route in advance, 
carry a charged mobile 
phone and cash and tell 
someone where you are 
going and when you are 
due back. Whilst you are 
out, be vigilant by drinking 
sensibly, don’t leave your 
glass unattended and make 
sure you know what you are 


drinking. 

“There have been cases 
across the country where 
people have had their car 
stolen because they have 
left it unattended whilst it is 
defrosting with the engine 
running and the keys in the 
ignition. Don’t give thieves 
an easy getaway! 

“As always, officers will 
be carrying out the national 
Anti-Drink/Drug Drive 
Campaign which starts on 
December 18. The public 
are reminded about the 
dangers and risks of drink/ 
drug driving. 

“We would advise driv¬ 
ers to not even have one 
drink if you are driving, as 
this is the only safe option. 
If you are going out, choose 
a designated driver for the 
evening to ensure every¬ 
one’s night ends safely. 

“Finally, I would like 
to wish The GEM readers 
a merry Christmas and a 
happy New Year, from 
all officers in the Vale. 
Christmas is usually a very 
busy time for emergency 
services, I would like to 
personally thank officers 
and staff who will be work¬ 
ing during this period and 
won’t be able to spend time 
with their families.”
